* then he adds, BorH tTuesz HE GIVES UP, When 
‘ he joins in a particular Political Society.. And he 
‘ affirms, in the next Page, that Men, when they 
* enter into Society, Give up the Equality, Liberty, and 
* executive Power which they had in the State of N. 

* ture, into the Hands of the Society.” : 

Tue firft of thefe Affertions, ‘ That Man hath a 
‘ Power, in the State of Nature, to aét for the Good of 
‘ himfelf and others, within the Permiffion of the Law 
‘ of Nature,” being denera/ and undefined, fignifies no- 
thing, and therefore we will have nothing to do with 
it ; for "tis only faying, Man may do, in a State of 
Nature, whatis permitted by the Law of Nature. No 
doubt of it: But whatisthat? His other Power isa 
Power of punifbing Crimes committed againft that Law : 
Both thefe, he fays, Man cives vu into the Hands of 
the Gevernment ; and he adds, ‘ That he alfo cives

’Trs abfolutely falfe that Men cive up their Equa- 


by virtue of that Reafon of lity, Linerty, and executive Power, when they enter 
fo evidently in all Parts of Na- into Society. They giwe up no Equality, Liberty, or exe- 


cutive Power which they had in a State of Natare ; by 
which I mean, there is no Neceflity that they fhould 
give them up, in order to form a juf and free Govern- 
ment; for, in that State, they had no other Equality 
than an Equality of Right to their own Perfons Pro- 
perties; and the fame Equality they have in all juft and 
legal Governments. As to the Inequalities arifing 
from Mens different natural Abilities, moral Excellen- 
cies, larger Shares of Property, Honour flowing from 
Wifdom,—Virtue, Humanity, &c. thofe would all 
exift in the State of Nature. And, as to the Inequali- 
ties arifing’ from artificial Things, Titles, Ribbons, Stars, 
Garters, &c. thofe are Trifles, and below the Notice 
of a Reafoner apon the Laws of Nature and Govern- 
ment. All the Equality therefore which is worth any 
Thing in @ State of Nature, we have, or ought to have, 
in Society; which is, an Equality of Right to our Per- 
fons, Properties, and Underftandings. 

Tue fame Liberty alfo which Man had in a State of 
Nature, he ought to enjoy under Government; which 
is, the Liberty of ufng his own Perfon and Property in 
fuch a Manner, and the Liberty of peaking and doing 
fuch Things as are con/fent with the Rights of all 
other Men. 

Bur the grand Thing, and that in which thefe 
foameful Surrenderers of natural Rights glory mott, is, 
the Neceflity Men are fuppofed to be under of giving 
up that executive Power, ot the Power of pumifhing 
Crimes, which they had in the State of Nature, into the 
Hands of the Government. This is not true ; for Man, 
in a State of Nature, has no other executive Power than 
to defend his Perfon and Property, againft every Man 
whoinjures the one, or invades the other, and to pumj/> 
the Injurer or Invader ; and he has the /ame executive 
Power in all well regulated and free Governments : He 
has the fame Power in our Government. We know, 
that, in all Cafes where the Civi/ Power cannot inter- 
pole, we may reff, burt, wound, or hill any Subje& in

This is no 
Infringement of our natural Right, or Depriwarion of our 
executive Power 5 ‘tis only the Governments being our 
Executors, which is their Duty, and the. Reafn for 
which we pay them. We have the fame Right, in the 
State of Nature, to hire any Man, or Number of Men, 
to defend us againft a greater Power than our own, or to 
execute Judgment upon a Man who ufes fuch a Power 
unjuftly ; and Government is no more. *Tis only ome 
common Power, ere€ted and maintained at the 
of the People, to defend them in ail their natural 
Rights, and to pumifo thofe who break in upon thein, 
We Give uP nothing 5 we conflitute and appoint ; we 
arm and fay Perfons to do that for us; which either’ we 
could not fo well do ourfelves, or, at leaft, could not 
do it, without running the Hazard of lofing our own 
Lives, or fuffering greatly in Life. This is indeed & 
Benefit, and a very one, wereceive from Govern 
ment, which we not ina State of Natare ; but this 
Benefit does not arife from oivive uP any of out 
natural Rights, but confifts entirely in Government’s 
being a MORE THOROUGH AND EFrsCruat Sx 
curity of all our natural Rights: 
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LONDON. 


Tho’, by the laft Advices from Petersburg, the
